T HE 


PREFACE 


H AT there is a God and that 
He ought to be Worſhiped, are 
Truths ſo generally diſcovered to 
the moſt brutiſh Heathens by the 
mere Light of Nature, that no Chriſtian ſure- 


' ly (mbo has thus Improved and Advanced into 


a far greater Light ) can in the leaſt doubt of 
hielline his Aſſent thereunto Being addreſſing 
my ſelf therefore to the Chriſtian only, I ſhall 
not pretend to offer at his Onviction in theſe 
Points, leſt I ſhould ſeem to upbraid him with 
groſſer Ignorance and Stupidity than bas been 
ujually found i in the very worſt among the Rank 
of Rational S ul,. 

However, too many Chriſtians there are, who 
( to the great Shame of their moſt Holy Profeſſi. 
on ) do appear ſo wholly indifferent and uncon- 
cern'd for the Worſhip of that God, whom they 


* | ſeem to own and believe, that they would almoſt 
incline a truly charitable Man with great Pe- 


remptorineſs to pronounce, That the feat hen 
Generation ſhall riſe up in Judgment againſt 
AB them,

them, and find it more tolerable in the Day of 


Wrath, For as God bath wouchſafed to give + 


Chriſtians better Means to know, and greater 


Helps and Enconragements to perform their 


Duty ; ſo conſequently the Neglect of it muſt 
needs bring them into greater Condemnation. 
Beſides, their Danger is increaſed too, becauſe 
their Sin is highly aggravated from thoſe deep 
Obligations which they laid upon themſelves when 


— — 


at firſt at their Baptiſm they were d-nominated 


ſuch. For then they vowed a moſt ſolemn Vow, 
that they would worſhip Gcd, and terve him 


truly all the Days of their Life : ſo that their 


Neglett here can be interpreted for no leſs than 
the vileſt Per jury, and a Breach of Covenant 


with God himſelf, and therefore will certainly 


not only deprive them of all the Benefits of that 
Covenant, but alſo render them obnoxicus to 
many more Stripes. Doubtleſ then no ſincere 


Chriſt ian will truly conſider this without Repent- | 


ing heartily of all ſuch ſinful Omiſſiuus, and re- 


ſolving ſeriouſly for the future to be moſt con- 


ſtant and intent in the Duty. 
Now the Morſpip of God does chiefly confi t in 


our offering upto him Prayers, Praiſes andi B | 
givings : And this muſt be performed by us all | 


both in Publick and Private, H that zeitber 


can the doing of it in Publick att ne for the Ne- 


glect of it in Private, nor the Private Per for- 


mance on the other Hand, any way excuſe the 
Contempt | 
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Contempt of the Publick. For as be, who does 
his Duty only in Publick, ſeems to aim at the 


\ Praiſe of Men more than the Praiſe of God, 
and ſhall receive no other Reward : So be, 


who for ſakes the Publick and thinks to approve 
himſelf unto God by his mere Private and Solitary 


Services, ſhall find himſelf ſo far deceived, that 


in not hearing the Church, which calls him fo 
frequently and earneſtly to bis Duty, be will 


render himſelf in the Sight both of God and all 


good Men as an Heathen and à Publican; and 


after all his Devotions evidence himſelf to be of 
the Number of thoſe Sinners, whom God hear- 


eth not. 
For where the Service of an Eſtabliſhed Church 


is ſuch, that we may jon in it without Sin, all 
Separat ion from that Church is accounted by God 
43 an ſt heinous Tranſareſon; an1 as many as 


ſhalWiltully and Obſt inately perſiſt in it homſo- 


ever elſe they pretend to worſhip him in Private) 
can hate mo juſt Grounds to hope that they ſhall 


be accepted ofGod. but may with more Reaſon ex- 


peli that he ſhould openly puniſh their open Di ſ- 
| obedience rather than ſo reward that Halſ- obe- 
dience which he ſeeth in Secret. We muſt there. 


fore duely and faithſully ſerve God, both Pub- 


lickly in the Church; and Privately in the 
Houſe, that is. as well ſecretly by our ſelves, as 


; alſo more openly in our Families, which though 
it be a kind of Publick Service too, yet I call 
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one of the Church. 


Now no Church has ever yet made a better 


Proviſion for the Service of God, than our good 


Mother the Church of England, For ſhe has 


ovided a moſt compleat Form of ſound and 
wholeſome Words, whereby we may indeed 
ſerve God acceptably with Reverence and 
godly Fear. This ſhe bas gathered for us, Not 


from the Popiſh Maſs (Cas ſome have baſel |

from the more early Liturgies of purerTimes, 


And where ſhe cannot boaſt of ſuch Antiquity, | 
there ſhe recommends nothing to her Votaries, | 
but what was either made or approved by thoſe | 
who were the greateſt Enemies to Popery, and 
the beſt Friends to our moſt Glorious Reforma. 
tion. Nay, what ſhe recommends (which is |} 
indeed ber greateſt Honour) is the very Summ 
and Subſtance of God's moſt Holy Word, 
She expreſſeth her ſelf for the moſt part in Scrip- |. 
ture Languzge : And if at any time ſhe does |

not, even then ſhe cannot be 1 7 with the | 


leaſt Contraditt ion againſt it; but may boldly 
challange all ber Enemies, and ſ ty in the Words | 
of her dear Lord, Which of you convinceth | 
me of Sin ?

For by theſe 
it will appear, that ſhe has not only laboured 
to help our Infirmities, and contributed to ſup- 


ph our private Neceſſities in al common and or- 


dinary Caſes ; but in moſt particular Occurren- 


ces likewiſe, which are unuſual and extr aordi- 


nary, ſhe has abundantly aſſiſted us towards the 
due making of our humble Supplications and 
Thankſgivings unto God. 
To make good the Title Page then, and to 
ove the Fxcellency of the Companion which it 


. applauds, I have borrowed from it ſuch Pray- 


ers, as may be ſuitable toour ſeveral Conditions, 
not only Common but Special; and to digeſt 
them into ſuch Order and Method, that they 
may be moſt eaſily Subſervient, both to our daily 
Offices, and to our extraordinary Devotions, 
The following Colle ion therefore is contrived 
for our Uſe two ways; Firſt, in the Houſe, 
when all the Members of a Family are called 
together to offer up their Joint- prayers, and to 


make known their Common Requeſts unto 


God; and Secondly, in the Cloſet, when any 
ſingle Perſon ſhall retire in Secret to pour out 
his Soal before him. | 

That it is the indiſpenſible Duty of everyMaſter, 
or Head of .a Family to endeavour that every 
Soul within bis Houſe ſhall be filled with Piety, 
and nourifved with all Goodneſs, I need not uſe 
many Arguments to evince. For if he be worſe 
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than an Infidel, (as the Apoſtle bas proclaimed | 
bim, 1 Tit. 5. 8.) who provides not for 
his Houſe in Temporal, then what is be who 
neglects to do it in theſe Spiritual Things? And | 
how can any one hope to do this more effettually, | 


than by obliging them all to be conſtant in ſuch 
Heavenly Devotions. 


And now to furniſh them accordingly with | 
meet Devotions,1 have in the firſt place compoſed 
Three diſtin Services moſt proper for theſe 
Three Seaſons, ( viz.. Morning, Noon, and Night,) | 


which God's own Mid abundantly teſtifies to have 
been obſerved by many of our Pious Fore-runners 


in the Faith, and in which we may believe they) 
are followed by many Devout Perſons, even now | 
in our own Age though it be an Age indeed of 
ſuch general Looſeneſs and Irreligion. But as | 


for thoſe, whoſe Circumſtances will not allow them 
ſo frequent an Attendance upon the Duty, let 
them endeavour at leaſt ro ſee it performed 
both Morning and Night. For ſo often ſurely

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God ought to be worſhiped in every Chriſtian - 


Houſe : Nor can it be juſt in us to deny him 


our firſt and laſt Service, who is indeed both 
the Firſt aud the Laſt, 


Nor can any Houſholder have cauſe to think 
that this will exhauſt too much of his Time, 
fence all the Three Services may be duly per form- 
ed in leſs than the Space of One Four. And 
what manner of Perſon is he that will not al-

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ted m ſo ſmall a Parcel of time to the Great Maſter 
for both of Heaven and Earth, when he ſhall believe 
"ho: it juſt and reaſonable to demand ſo many Hours 
i Service in each Day from thoſe that ſtand but 
H, in the (ame Relation to him{el} ? 

ch I have but one thing more to adviſe him 
f nw ix this Relation, which is, that be would 
th. enjomn all #hoſe of his Family, with all ſub- 
ed miſſive Reverence, to ſay Amen to every one 
ſe' of theſe Prayers. For by this Means be wil 
„ | not only prevent the ſleeping away their Du- 
ve ty, and keep them attentive in it; but make 
IS them give ſome Teſtimony alſo of that fer- 
vent Deſire, of that full Aſſurance, and of 
Ww that ſweet Harmony and Con ſent, which ought 
of” to accompany their Petitions to God. 

& Beſides theſe Three Krvices, I have likewiſe 
ni colletted ſeveral Occaſional Devotions. And to 
ft what ſpecial Purpoſes theſe will ſerve, the Cin- 
s rents ſhall ſhew. 
) I ave but one thing more to add concern- 
ing tbeſe Prayers, which is, that they are not only 
a as full and clear, as ſignificant and expreſſive of 
general Needs, as any Form whatſoever can 
bie; but alſo that they are as valuable aud 
; conſiaerable as any for their Authority, being 
| the Words of the moſt glorious and perfect a- 
mongſt the Reformed Chrurches: And that 
we have the greateſt Reaſm to believe, that 
God, who bas ſo often 8 in the Defence 
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of this Church, and ſhewn himſelf from time 
80 time ſo eminently Gracious in her wonder- | 
ful Preſervation, is alſo well pleaſed with ber | 
pious Devotions, which ſhe offers up to Hin 
only in the Name of his Beloved Son, in| 
whom he has declared himſelf to be well 
pleaſed.
